Men to climb 
five peaks in 
55 hours 
for charity 


THIS summer, two 
men from Bridgend 
will be among a 
group of 13 who will 
climb five UK 
mountains in 55 
hours, to raise funds 
for children’s 
hospice Ty Hafan. 

Angelo Pucello (40) 
and 30-year-old Lee 
Morgan are members of 
the Ty Hafan Dads’ 
group, a support network 
that formed in 2008 for 
fathers of children who 
have used Ty Hafan now 
or in the past. 

Mr Pucello will be 
joined on the challenge 
by his brother Dan, and 
Lee’s brother Laurence 
will be his climbing 
companion. 

On July 4, the four 
will set off with their 
fellow group members to 
climb Ben Nevis in 


Scotland, Scafell Pike in 
England, and Snowdon, 
Cadair Idris and Pen y 
Fan in Wales - all in 55 
hours. 

Climbing a combined 
height of 5,187m and 
covering over 36 miles in 
total, the challenge is 
certainly about the dads 
pushing themselves to 
their physical limits. 

Mr Pucello lost his son 
Luca a few weeks before 
Christmas last year, just 
after Luca had turned 11. 

He had been 
diagnosed with a very 
rare and life-limiting 
condition at two years 
old. Luca spent the 
remaining years of his 
life in and out of hospital, 
but Ty Hafan helped his 
father and the rest of the 
family give Luca as 
normal a life as possible.

Latest regeneration 
plans for Porthcawl 
unveiled by council 


LONG-AWAITED 
regeneration plans 
for Porthcawl have 
been unveiled with 
assurances that 
work can finally 
progress now that 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has full 
ownership of the 
Salt Lake site. 

The town has 
suffered from a decades- 
long deadlock between 
leaseholders - two local 
families - and the 
landowners BCBC. 

The authority has 
now paid the two Evans 
families £3.5m to 
relinquish their rights, 
meaning it can press on 
with plans to regenerate 
the area. 

Proposals involve an 
upgrade to the 
promenade, a 
supermarket, two hotels, 
housing and a leisure 
site. 

Presenting the plans 
to Porthcawl Town 
Council on Thursday, 
June 14, regeneration 
officer Andrew Parry- 
Jones said they were 


based on the current 
market appetite. 

He said: “One of the 
other big problems we 
had before was the 
timing of when we went 
out to market - we had 
the economic downturn 
and then tied into that 
was the housing crash 
and the superstore 
market crash.” 

He added: “We are 
having to think 
differently.” 

There are several 
areas of regeneration 
and development being 
planned. They are: 

• An upgrade to the 
Eastern Promenade. The 
cabinet member for 
regeneration at BCBC, 
Cllr Charles Smith, told 
councillors and 
members of the public 
on Thursday: “One of 
the reasons why people 
will be coming to 
Porthcawl will be to 
promenade along the 
Eastern Prom - we want 
it to be a continental- 
style boulevard 
attraction.”

MADELEINE MOON 
writes her monthly 
report from 
Westminster 
for The GEM. 



D O you enjoy 
your job? 
This is one 
of the top five 
questions I am 
asked whenever I 
have a schools- 
based question and 
answer session. 

The truth is I love my 
job, but there are 
aspects that are less 
enjoyable than others. 

A top unenjoyable is 
voting in the Commons. 
What the television 
viewer sees is the 
calling out of loud No’s, 
and Aye’s and the 
Speaker bellowing 
Division. What happens 
next is long and boring. 

We queue to enter the 
Aye and No lobbies 
through two entrances 
at the rear of the 
Chamber or via a main 
entrance behind the 
Speaker’s chair, if 
voting aye or at 
members’ lobby if 
voting no. 

Accessing the 
entrances at the rear of 
the Chamber is difficult 
if you have to cross the 
floor to enter the lobby 
you wish to vote in. 

Members are often 
trying to leave their 
benches and come down 
the aisle steps, the other 
side are seeking to 
come up. 

The aisle quickly 
becomes log jammed 
because once through 
the door into the lobby 
the steps down are 
blocked by the sea of 
people coming in from 
the main entrance to 
vote. 

The log jam of 
people then has to 
divide into three queues 
to pass raised desks 
where tellers take your 


name and record which 
lobby you have voted 
in. Each vote takes 15 
minutes. 

During the first day 
of the European Union 
(Withdrawal) Bill, 
Consideration of Lords 
Amendments, we spent 
three hours going back 
and forth between the 
Chamber and the voting 
lobbies to vote on 12 
amendments that had 
been collected or 
‘bunched’ together for 
voting. 

The three hours of 
voting left no time for 
the second half of the 
debate’s bunched 
amendments. The 
debate started just 
before 7pm with the 
minister setting out the 
government position 
and, by 7.15pm, the 
agreed time for the 
debate to conclude was 
reached. It was time to 
start voting again. 

At 7.30pm the Points 
of Order started and 
continued until 8.22pm. 
Thus more time was 
spent on Points of Order 
angry about the lack of 
debate than debating the 
Lords Amendments. 

This prepared the 
way for a full-blown 
row during Prime 
Minister’s questions and 
more problems in the 
voting lobby the next 
day. 

The convention of 
PMQs is to give six 


questions to the Prime 
Minister from the 
Leader of the 
Opposition, then two 
questions to the leader 
of the Scottish 
Nationalist Party. 

The SNP spokesman 
(Ian Blackford MP) 
asked a question of the 
Prime Minister about 
the amount of time 
given to debate the 
amendments to the EU 
Withdrawal Bill on the 
Scottish amendments. In 
response to her reply he 
demanded that the 
House now sit in 
private. 

This is an arcane 
Parliamentary procedure 
which would have 
meant clearing the 
public and press 
galleries and turning off 
the television cameras. 
This required a vote 
which the SNP had no 
chance of winning. 

The Speaker 
suggested waiting until 
after PMQ’s. The SNP 
spokesman refused to 
sit down thus stopping 
procedures from 
continuing and the 
Speaker ordered Mr 
Blackford to leave the 
Chamber and the Palace 
for a day. All of the 
SNP MPs then left the 
Chamber to hold a press 
conference and PMQ’s 
continued. 

When we came to 
vote that evening the 
SNP members (minus 


Mr Blackford) staged a 
sit-in in the No lobby, 
thus prolonging each 
vote. 

We started at 7.28pm 
and eight votes later 
stopped at 9.30pm. 

The consequences of 
these votes will rumble 
on. 

There is still a lack of 
clarity about an 
agreement between the 
Prime Minister and her 
rebels on day one that 
will have a huge impact 
on future votes. 

Six Labour MPs 
resigned their shadow 
posts. 

The SNP walking-out 
stunt led to 
‘spontaneous’ 
demonstrations by SNP 
members in Scotland, 
some suspect to pave 
the way for demands for 
a further Independence 
vote, Catalonia having 
shown how this may 
play out. 

There were no 
winners over the last 
two days. 

The Lords will now 
debate the 

Government’s response 
to their amendments 
and the numbers of 
votes opposing the 
government. 

Their deliberations 
then return to the 
Commons probably in 
two weeks. 

The country remains 
deeply divided. 

Europe remains 
confused about what it 
is we are painfully 
working our way 
towards. 

The long-term 
consequences of the 
events of the last two 
days will change 
Britain’s future. 

I am now a total 
convert to the concept 
of electronic voting. 

On a more local 
issue, I’m hosting an 
Equalitea to celebrate 
the 100 years since 
women were given the 
vote. It’s in St Mary’s 
Nolton church hall on 
Friday, June 29 at 
3.30pm. 

The Tenovus choir 
will be singing, 
donations to Y Bont. If 
you would like to come 
please give my office a 
call.

THINK 
everyone is 
pretty cynical 
about how statistics 
are used these days, 
but I hope The 
GEM will not mind 
me pointing out an 
unusual case where 
one set of dodgy 
stats originally 
quoted in this 
newspaper is now 
being used by 
another group for a 
totally different 
purpose. 

It was harmless at 
first, and it came about 
when Bridgend Railway 
Station was revamped. 
The press release printed 
in The GEM said that 
“1.5 million passengers 
a year pass through the 
station”. 

Now, Bridgend is not 
that big a station, so I 
was surprised. At first, I 
thought someone was 
counting people taking a 
train to Swansea from 
Cardiff, not stopping at 
Bridgend, but I thought 
no PR man or PR 
woman would have the 
nerve to try that. 

However, thinking it 
through the numbers 
became easier to 
understand. Let’s take 
one commuter working 
in Swansea or Cardiff. 
He/she will ‘pass 
through’ the station 
twice a day. 

Working a five-day 
week means 10 per 
week, and five weeks’ 
holiday means 47 x 10 = 
470 in a year. 

All of a sudden, you 
don’t need so many 
passengers to get up to 
that 1.5 million who 
‘pass through’. 

So far so harmless - 
until the recent 
formation of action 
groups opposing the M4 
to A48 link road, which 
aims to improve road 


access to the airport. 

Now, the action 
groups have decided that 
one tactic is to rubbish 
Cardiff Airport. It might 
turn out to be counter¬ 
productive, but for the 
moment, letter writers to 
The GEM are presenting 
the airport as a costly 
white elephant that will 
never be a success, so 
why waste money 
building better roads? 

So, how to rubbish 
the airport? Why not 
point out that it only 
handles the same 
number of passengers as 
Bridgend Railway 
Station? I have seen at 
least two pieces in The 
GEM quoting this ‘fact’. 

To a neutral observer, 
it seems a bit daft to 
make this claim. After 
all, Cardiff Airport 
Terminal Building is just 
a touch bigger than 
Bridgend’s station. 

The number of people 
who work at the airport, 
I suggest, is quite a bit 
bigger than those who 
work at the railway 
station. 

What’s more, 
although the airport is 
keen to capture business 
traffic it is pretty 
obvious that the vast 
majority of passengers 
are people flying off to 
foreign climes. 

I would be interested 
to know if the airport 
counts one passenger 
going out to Majorca 
and then coming back as 
‘one’ or ‘two’ 
passengers, but even if 
it’s two, it’s blindingly 
obvious that there is an 
enormous difference of 
scale between the airport 
and the railway station. 

We tend to think that 
only big corporations 
and political parties 
misuse statistics, but 
these days, it seems that 
anyone will.

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Cuts and weather 
responsible for 
Bridgend grass 
cutting problems 


HIGHWAYS chiefs 
in Bridgend are 
blaming huge cuts 
to their budgets 
and the weather 
for the “terrible” 
state of grass 
cutting in the 
county this year. 

Bridgend County 
Borough councillors say 
areas have been left 
overgrown while other 
open spaces have just 
not been cut properly. 

Bryncethin ward 
councillor Gary Thomas 
(Labour) said: “The 
grass cutting is terrible. 
Is there anyone 
checking these 
contractors? I don’t 
think there is.” 

The council’s head of 
streetscene, Zak Shell, 
said “rapid growth” due 
to the rain and warm 
temperatures had 
contributed to problems. 


He said: “There has 
been a few issues this 
year. We had a good 
start to the season and 
the contractor was on 
schedule, but we have 
had to reduce the 
number of grass cuts 
compared to what the 
borough used to have to 
save money and that, 
together with the rapid 
growth, means the 
borough doesn’t look as 
good. 

“There have also 
been some areas where 
the quality of work has 
been questionable as 
well and we have sent 
contractors back saying 
it’s not good enough. 

“There is a team that 
does some level of 
supervision but like all 
the other management 
areas, it’s massively 
reduced.” 

However, Mr Shell 
said around half the 
complaints coming into

the local authority this 
season was actually not 
its fault. 

He said: “This year 
Valleys to Coast (V2C) 
has had problems with 
its grass cutting contract 
and there’s a lot of 
individuals who don’t 
appreciate just how 
much of the open space 
grass in the county is 
owned by V2C. 

“We have had an 
awful lot of complaints 
saying ‘the council is 
doing a terrible job on 
grass cutting this year’ 
when around 50 per 
cent of the time it’s not 
an area of grass we are 
responsible for.” 

Cllr Elaine Venables 
(independent) of 
Coy church Lower Ward, 
said: “It’s not a surprise 
that when it’s sunny, 
warm and rainy the 
grass grows because 
that happens every year. 

“If I was a grass 
cutting contractor I 
would know that - the 
main issue with the 
grass is when they cut 
it, they just need to cut 
it properly. It’s not 
rocket science, is it?” 

The subject overview 
and scrutiny committee 
took place on Tuesday 
June 12. 


Heard of goats being used to 
manage vegetation? A Bridgend 
councillor has mooted the idea... 


HERDS of goats 
could be seen 
ambling across 
Bridgend county if 
one councillor’s 
suggestion to tackle 
overgrown areas is 
taken up. 

County councillor 
Matthew Voisey put 
forward the idea of using 
goats to mow down 
vegetation in response to 
increasing frustrations 
over untidy roadside 
verges, long grass, and 
messy open spaces. 

Speaking during a 
council meeting on 
highways services, the 
Oldcastle Ward 
councillor asked: “Is 
there any opportunity 
where we have 
vegetation it could be 
safe to have herds of 
goats instead of people? 

I believe they will clear 
areas very effectively in 
a natural way - 
brambles, nettles, they 
love it. It’s just a 
thought.” 

The council’s aptly- 
named communities 
director Mark Shephard 
quipped: “I’m not sure 
of the HR policies on 
employing goats. It’s not 
something we look at 
but it’s an interesting 
point. 

“There seems to be a 
general move to more 
environmentally-friendly 


and ecologically-friendly 
type solutions. 

“Frankly, I’m happy 
to look at any solutions, 
it probably falls into the 
category of innovation.” 

The overview and 
scrutiny meeting took 
place on Tuesday June 
12 . 

There are many 
successful schemes 
operated around the UK 
that use livestock to 
manage grass, brambles, 
and other vegetation. 

For more than six 
years, Bournemouth 
Borough Council (BBC) 
has allowed a small herd 
of goats to graze an 
enclosed clifftop and 
steep cliffside area 
called Honeycombe 
Chine in Boscombe. 

The trial scheme at 
Boscombe saw the goats 
consume much of 
undergrowth and save 
taxpayers tens of 
thousands of pounds. 

The herd was placed 
on a stretch of sloping 
cliff and restored the 
natural habitat by eating 
invasive plant life such 
as bamboo, Japanese 
knotweed, and holm oak. 

Last year, it expanded 
the project to include 
Alum Chine, some miles 
west along the coast. 

Speaking to the 
Bournemouth Echo last 
year, Stuart Clarke, 
conservation and 


countryside manager at 
BBC, said: “In 2014 we 
entered into an 
environmental 
stewardship agreement 
with Natural England to 
manage our unique cliff 
habitats with the key aim 
to restore the cliffs to a 
more natural state for the 
benefit of the important 
native plants and 
animals that live there. 


“This means 
controlling the spread of 
invasive non-native 
species such as holm oak 
and Hottentot fig. 

“We know from our 
experience of goat 
grazing at Honeycombe 
Chine that this is a very 
effective and sustainable 
way of achieving this 
aim therefore, we plan to 
introduce goat grazing to 


other suitable areas 
including the cliff 
between Alum Chine 
and Middle Chine.”

They are 
really excited to see that 
idea become reality.” 

BCBC Leader, Cllr 
Huw David said: “The 
last few years have seen a 
significant change in 
how local authorities 
approach the planning of 
walking and cycling 
schemes as a result of the 
Active Travel (Wales) 
Act introduced by Welsh 
Government. 

“Schemes such as this 
make it possible for

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Council set to slash 
rents to try and 
save indoor market 


BRIDGEND Indoor 
Market is expected 
to make a loss of 
nearly £200,000 this 
year as growing 
numbers of traders 
leave over high 
rents. 

The market, which is 
run by Bridgend County 
Borough Council, 
(BCBC) is half empty 
with four traders having 
left since March and no 
new ones signing up. 

A report that went 
before cabinet members 
on Tuesday, June 19, 
urged “radical and 
prompt” action. 

Officers are 

recommending a 

permanent 25 per cent 
reduction in rent for 
current traders from July 
to try and prevent any 
more traders leaving, 
with rents to be frozen 
until April 2020. 

Other proposals 
involve almost halving 
the current asking rents 


for new traders, installing 
new signs and displays 
and creating an open 
‘central market square’ 
with a play area, 
children’s rides, seating, 
temporary pop-up stalls, 
cultural events and ad 
hoc events such as trade 
and craft fairs. 

The council has a 99- 
year leasehold interest on 
the market, part of the 
Rhiw Shopping Centre, 
which started on June 19, 
1972. 

The lease is reviewed 
every 14 years but was 
last reviewed in 2007 - 
just before the financial 
crisis. 

Many traders cite the 
rents being too high, 
compared to other retail 
units in Bridgend and 
similar markets in Wales 
as their main reason for 
leaving, as well as the 
high vacancy rate. 

The council is losing 
more and more money as 
a result with officers 
saying it is no longer 
sustainable. The full

running costs for the 
market are currently 
estimated to be around 
£360,000 a year. With 
current traders paying a 
total of £174,331, in rent 
it leaves the council with 
a loss of £193,510 for 
2018-19. 

The officer’s report 
notes: “While over the 
years the council has 
made significant 

investment in the market, 
including £600,000 on a 
new market roof, budget 
constraints have largely 
limited investment in 
more recent years to 
essential maintenance. 

“Therefore, much of 
the external signage, 
displays and public areas 
do not present an 
attractive shopping 
environment, which is 
exacerbated by vacant 
stalls.” 

Officers say the 50 per 
cent drop in current rates 
for new traders would 
recognise that existing 
traders “in the main” 
occupy the prime 
positions in the market 
space. 

Agents appointed to 
market the pitches say 
rents need to be just over 
50 per cent of current 
levels to compare 
favourably with town 
centre retail unit rents. 


They have had no firm 
offers since January, 
despite asking rates 
being set at just over 70 
per cent of the level paid 
by existing stall-holders. 

Measures to help 
revive the market have 
already involved 

granting rent rebates to 
existing traders from 
December 2017 to March 
2018 but rents are now 
back to what they were. 

Proposals also involve 
lifting restrictions on 
what traders can sell so 
new traders can be 
accepted, even if they 
sell goods similar to 
those already available in 
the market. 

The council is aiming 
to achieve an average 85 
per cent occupancy. 

Officers say the 
proposed changes will 
result in a budget 
shortfall that will be 
addressed through 
earmarked reserves in 
2018-19 but point out a 
longer-term solution will 
need to be developed. 

Potential investment 
for some of the 
improvements would be 
funded by the council 
and the Rhiw Shopping 
Centre owners who have 
provisionally agreed 
£5,000.

Davies 
1932-2018 


HOWELL 
DAVIES, who died 
last week, was a 
well-known local 
artist and a 
familiar figure 
around Porthcawl. 

Brought up in the 
small mining 
community of Gilfach 
Goch in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf, he received 
no formal art training 
but rapidly achieved 
success in exhibitions 
throughout the 
community. 

Beginning his career 
as an apprentice to a 
firm of coach painters 
and decorators, Howell 
was happy familiarising 
himself with colour and 
its application. 

In 1952, he enlisted 
for National Service 
where he gained further 
experience as a sign 
writer before studying at 
Cardiff college of art for 
his City and Guilds. 

In 1958, his painting 
of Barry docks was one 
of 90 chosen from 720 
entries. That year, he 
was invited to London 
by the President of the 
Royal Society for 
British Artists 
Exhibition and also had 
his work accepted in 
Eisteddfod week at 
Ebbw Vale. 

Two more of his 
paintings were exhibited 
the following year at the 
Caernarvon Eisteddfod. 

Ten years later, the 
Western Mail and Echo 
exhibited 20 of Howell’s 
paintings, ranging in 
subject matter from 
landscapes to cottages 
and miners’ houses in 
Eerndale. 

In 1972, he had 40 
paintings exhibited at 
the New Theatre, 
Cardiff; a culmination 
of two years’ work. 

Howell continued 
throughout his life to 
paint the scenery and 
buildings he knew as a 
child. Many have since 
become derelict or 
disappeared but

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Woman who 
falsely accused a 
man of sexual 


assault jailed 


CLAIRE 
MORGAN (35), of 
Wildmill, Bridgend, 
was sentenced to 30 
months imprison¬ 
ment at Cardiff 
Crown Court last 
week. 

She pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing. 

The court heard that 
Morgan called South 
Wales Police on May 14, 
2017 reporting that she 
had been sexually 
assaulted by a male taxi 
driver in Bridgend three 
days before. 

She provided a 
statement to officers 
giving a detailed 
description of the taxi 
journey and the suspect. 

The incident was 
investigated and led to 
the arrest and interview 
of a taxi driver. 

The taxi driver was 
released on bail with 
conditions and due to his 
occupation his taxi 
licence was suspended 
with immediate effect, 
meaning his only source 
of income for himself 
and his family was 
removed. 

The court heard that 
Morgan, during the 
investigation, made a 
false Facebook profile 
claiming to have 
witnessed the incident in 
response to a police 
media appeal. She also 
called Crimestoppers 
pretending to be a 
witness to the incident. 



Claire Morgan was 
imprisoned after 
falsely accusing a 
taxi driver of rape. 

The investigating 
officer identified 

evidential difficulties 
during the investigation 
and after six weeks, the 
taxi driver was informed 
that he was no longer 
under investigation and 
released with no further 
action. 

As a result of 
information supplied to 
Detective Constable 
Steve Gunney of Barry 
CID, the investigation 
changed in direction as it 
was suspected Morgan 
had made a false 
allegation of sexual 
assault. 

Judge Fieri Rees, 
when passing sentence, 
stated that the defendant 
had wasted a 
considerable amount of 
police time and 
resources. She added that 
the victim had spent six 
hours in police custody 
and was not able to work 
for around seven weeks

Detective Constable 
Steve Gunney said: 
“Thankfully, false 

allegations of this nature 
are relatively rare but as 
Judge Fieri Rees rightly 
pointed out, they do 
divert vital resources 
away from genuine 
cases. 

“Claire Morgan went 
to great lengths to ensure 
her version of events was 
believed and her actions 
will have wasted 
valuable police time 
which could have been 
far better spent seeking 
justice for genuine 
victims. Her allegations 
also had a devastating 
impact on the man she 
accused. I hope she uses 
her time in prison to 
reflect on the harm her 
lies have caused. 

“South Wales Police 
has a dedicated Rape and 
Serious Sexual Offences 
(RASSO) team which 
takes all reports of sexual 
offences seriously. We 
work closely with 
partners, including the 
Crown Prosecution 
Service and Sexual 
Assault Referral Centres 
(SARC), to ensure 
victims who find the 
courage to come forward 
to report crimes 
committed against them 
are treated with dignity 
and respect and are given 
the specialist support 
they require. 

“I would urge anyone 
who has been the victim 
of a sexual offence to 
report it via 101, or 999 
in an emergency.”

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‘Broken promises’ 
as day hospital 
remains closed 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies 
has challenged health chiefs to 
explain why they have broken 
promises to re-open the day 
unit at Maesteg Community 
Hospital. 

Mrs Davies contacted the ABMU 
health board in January to ask why 
the day hospital was closed. She was 
told that it had been shut 
temporarily because of staffing 
shortages on Llynfi Ward and staff 
had been diverted. It was stated that 
it was due to re-open in April after 
maintenance work to remove 
asbestos and the installation of wi-fi 
had been completed. 

Mrs Davies has now been 
informed that the day hospital 
remains closed and that staff are 
being told that a public engagement 
is to be held over its future. 

She said: “I am shocked to hear 
that the day hospital has not re¬ 
opened because ABMU chairman 
Andrew Davies stated in his letter to 
me on January 29 that the day 
hospital would definitely re-open. 

He actually said that he could 
reassure me and my constituents that 
this would take place. 

“I now understand that the 
consultant in charge of the day 
hospital and the nurse practitioner 
there have been let go, and this is 
being used as a reason for not re¬ 
opening. I have written to Mr 
Davies to point out that it was 
staffing problems on Llynfi Ward 
that caused the unit to close last 
November - not in the day hospital 
itself. To now hear that staff who are 
crucial to the re-opening of the unit 


are no longer available is extremely 
annoying. 

“Why were these people not 
retained by the board? It was known 
that they would be needed when the 
day hospital re-opened so what 
efforts were made to retain them? Is 
the health board just using this as an 
excuse to keep the unit closed? 

“I have to say that staff at the 
hospital were very cynical about 
what was going on in January and 
none of them are surprised by this 
latest turn of events. 

“I am angry that I appear to have 
been misled by Andrew Davies on 
this matter. He has now responded 
by saying he will look into this 
urgently, suggesting he didn’t realise 
it was still closed. This is filling no- 
one with confidence, especially as 
ABMU has also just launched its 
‘engagement process’ on further bed 
reductions. 

“I know that the people of 
Maesteg value their hospital which 
was built by the miners and opened 
during the First World War. There 
will be a great deal of anger in the 
community at this news. I would 
urge everyone to contact ABMU and 
the Community Health Council to 
make their feelings known. If a 
consultant and nurse practitioner 
have gone, no wonder people think 
that a back-door decision has been 
made to close this day hospital. 

“The ABMU chair needs to get an 
urgent grip on what has happened in 
Maesteg Hospital or he has no hope 
of anyone talang the board’s wider 
arguments for bed closures 
seriously.”

Rail franchise disappoints AM 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies 
is disappointed that Welsh 
Government’s new rail 
franchise fails to include a 
commitment for a half hourly 
service on the Maesteg Line 
on weekdays. 

Mrs Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative, raised questions 
with Network Rail and with 
Economy and Transport Secretary 
Ken Skates in April to ask about 
progress on plans to install a 
passing loop along the line, so 
that service frequency can be 
increased from one train an hour 
to two. 

Suzy said: “The replies I 
received from both were quite 
vague on detail but I was told that 
they are considering providing 
the loop in old sidings at the 
former Llynfi Power Station or at 
Tondu Railway Station. 

“No definite decisions have 


been taken despite the fact that 
this scheme has been included in 
Welsh Government’s capital 
programme for transport for some 
years. 

“Now, the fact that there is no 
commitment by Keolis Amey, the 
new franchise holders, to provide 
this improved service at any point 
over the next 15 years suggests 
that Welsh Government and 
Network Rail have sought the 
longest possible grass into which 
they can kick this. 

“I welcome the news that there 
are to be Sunday trains along the 
line, which is great for shoppers 
or people attending social and 
cultural events in Cardiff. But 
with no concrete proposals in the 
franchise, it looks like Maesteg 
commuters are left with hourly 
services indefinitely. 

“What we need is a service 
every half hour so that people can 
use the train to commute to 
Cardiff for work. One train an 


hour is not good enough as a 
cancellation leaves people 
waiting two hours and many will 
not risk using the train instead of 
their cars. The only way to get 
people off the roads and onto the 
tracks is by providing better and 
more frequent services. 

“Having a train every half hour 
will also help alleviate the gross 
overcrowding of peak hour 
services in and out of Cardiff. 

“I will be pressing the Minister 
on this at the Senedd and also 
asking what has happened to 
plans for a new station at Brackla. 
The car park was put in some 
time ago but there has been no 
announcement so far about 
having a new station there. There 
are 10,000 people living in 
Brackla - it’s virtually a town in 
its own right.”

The event was 
facilitated by Shelter 
Cymru and 
representatives from 
Gwalia, Wales and West 
Homes, Atal-y-Fro and 
a number of other 
organisations working 
in the Vale participated 
in workshop sessions. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, opened the 
event and said: “Joint 
working arrangements 
are vital if we are to 
realise our ambition of 
eliminating 
homelessness in the 
Vale. Our housing team 
are at the forefront of 
tackling the issue but 
the reality is that 
without the support of a 
wide range of partners 
we simply could not 
deliver a modern 
service. 

“In recent years, we 
have been able to shift 
our work from crisis 
management to 
prevention. This has had 
a massive impact on 
hundreds of lives. In 
line with recent changes 
in legislation we are 
creating a modem safety 
net that will see no one 


is turned away without 
help. As part of this 
work, the Council is 
required to undertake a 
homelessness review 
and produce a 
homelessness strategy.” 

One focus of the 
event was an analysis of 
the views of those that 
have sought assistance 
from the Council’s 
homelessness team in 
recent months. These 
were gathered by an 
independent survey of 
service users undertaken 
by Gwalia. 

Mark Lawrence, 
Homelessness 
Consultant from Shelter 
Cymru, said: “The 
survey results show 
what a good job is 
already being done in 


the Vale, largely as a 
result of good working 
relationships between 
all the agencies 
involved. 

“Service users are 
telling us that the 
Council’s team treat 
them with respect, 
dignity and offer advice 
in a simple and non- 
judgemental fashion. 

“Such good customer 
service in what are often 
very challenging 
circumstances is 
commendable and 
shows what a solid 
platform we have to 
build on.” 

The Council will 
publish its new 
homelessness strategy 
later this year.

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TWO NEW SPEED WATCH 
SCHEMES ARE LAUNCHED 



NEW technology is being 
used for the first time by 
two Community Speed 
Watch schemes in the Vale 
to help put the brakes on 
speeding motorists. 

The two new schemes were 
launched in the villages of 
Llantrithyd and Peter stone-Super- 
Ely. 

Llantrithyd residents were the 
first to use a new device - the 
pocket radar - which is the size of 
a mobile phone to detect and 
record the speeds of passing 
motorists. 

Five residents joined PCSO 
Alex Mackay and PCSO 
Rhiannon Cummings for the 
launch of the scheme on June 6 
while the scheme was launched in 
Peterstone-Super-Ely on June 7. 

Speed Watch is an initiative 
across the UK which empowers 
local communities to play an 
active part in tackling the problem 
of speeding in their 
neighbourhoods. 

Any details of speeding 
motorists will be passed to an 
officer who then forwards the 
details to Go Safe. Go Safe, the 


Wales Road Casualty Reduction 
Partnership, will then carry out all 
checks and issue warning letters to 
owners. 

Offending vehicles and drivers 
details will be kept on record, and 
if there is a repeat offence they 
may be liable to further action 
being taken. 

PCSO Alex Mackay, who co¬ 
ordinates the Llantrithyd scheme, 
said: “The road through 

Llantrithyd has a 30mph speed 
limit and is used as a rat run 
between the Vale and the A48 at 
Bonvilston in the mornings and 
afternoons. There have been a 
number of minor road traffic 
collisions in the area, most of 
which are collisions resulting in 
car door mirrors being broken or 
minor damage to the body of the 
car. 

“Speeding is regularly raised as 
a concern by residents and this is a 
great initiative which enables 
them to take some positive action 
within their own communities. 

“We have nine volunteers 
signed up so far which is fantastic 
to see and I would encourage 
anyone interested in joining to get 
in touch. 


“We are the first area within the 
South Wales Police-Go Safe 
partnership to use the new pocket 
radars which is a big step forward. 
This new device is much easier to 
use and replaces the old heavy and 
cumbersome equipment.” 

PCSO Dan Rees, who co¬ 
ordinates the Peterston-Super-Ely 
scheme, said: “The scheme has 
been set up at two locations to try 
and combat persistent offenders 
who exceed the 30mph speed 
limit. 

“The response that we have 
received in the short time has been 
great, I have five willing 
volunteers who are on board and 
more names coming through to me 
every day.” 

Neighbourhood Police Sergeant 
Mark Allen said: “Our aim is to 
spread the message that the 
community in the Vale simply 
won’t stand for speeding motorists 
and hopefully, together, we can 
bring the average speed of cars on 
our roads down.”

This Ocean is good - 
but it’s not gr-eight 


R emakes 

are always a 
tricky 

proposition, but one 
him that got it right 
(mainly by pretty 
much ignoring 
what had gone 
before) was Steven 
Soderbergh’s 
Ocean’s 11. 

With a cooler-than-a- 
freezer cast (George 
Clooney, Brad Pitt, Matt 
Damon et al) it was a 
suave and smooth 
delight, yet woefully low 
on female 
representation, 
something Ocean’s 8 
aims to rectify. 

Sandra Bullock plays 
Debbie Ocean, sister of 
Clooney’s Danny, who 
gets her own crew 
together (comprising of 
Cate Blanchett’s Lou, 
Sarah Paulson’s Tammy 
and Mindy Kaling’s 
Amita among others) 
when she wants to pull 
off a heist at the Met 
Gala, targeting Ann 
Hathaway’s Hollywood 
star Daphne Kluger and 
a diamond necklace 
worth $150 million - but 
will Debbie and her 
crew get what they 
want? 

If there’s a small 
pocket of people out 
there who think that 
making an Ocean’s film 
with a cast made up 
primarily of women is 
heresy, then they’re 
pretty small-minded. 

After all, while 
Steven Soderbergh’s 
Ocean’s 11 was a fun 
and stylish romp (based 
on the 1960 Frank 
Sinatra film), the sequels 
were undercut by self- 
indulgence, so it’s not as 
if the filmmakers here 
are stepping on hallowed 
ground. 

In fact, to see a film 
like this given the 
cultural upheaval we’ve 
experienced over the last 
18 months is quite 
refreshing, and while the 
film is a wonderful 
showcase for the cast. 


you just wish there was 
something more 
substantial for them to 
get their teeth into. 

I understand not all 
films need to carry depth 
or deal with life’s ills, 
and that frothy, sit-back- 
and-let-it-wash-over-you 
entertainment has its 
place, but this is a film 
whose plot is paper thin 
and translucent, where 
the twists and turns are 
either telegraphed (yet 
again, a huge thanks to 
the marketing 
department for that one) 
or, when revealed, met 
with a shrug. 

There’s just not 
enough here to really get 
stuck into, the film 
motoring along in a low 
gear (albeit travelling at 
a satisfying pace) but it 
never stops to take 
stock, nor does it find 
that higher gear to really 
get going. 

Gary Ross is a 
capable, rather than 
accomplished, director, 
and with the ghost of 
Soderbergh dangling 
over him he sometimes 
attempts to ape his style, 
while other times using 
zooms and editing to 
give the film its pace. 

The heist itself is 
staged well, riffing on 
misdirection and the 
carefully-orchestrated 
plan Debbie has spent 
her entire incarceration 
planning, but it doesn’t 
come with any moments 
of suspense or drama - it 
all plays out too easily. 

That’s the film’s main 
drawback - the absence 
of stakes, the lack of real 
drama; there are fleeting 
moments where we get 
some nuggets of meat, 
but mainly this is a film 
which happily coasts 
along with relative ease. 

What is most 
enjoyable are the 
performances - Sandra 
Bullock is always 
watchable and, with a 
roguish glint, she makes 
for a solid lead, while 
Cate Blanchett is good 
but wasted by the story 
that puts her in the role

ROGUE DOG WALKERS 
COULD FACE £100 FINES 


DOG walkers could be given spot fines of 
£100 in the Vale if they fail to pick up mess 
left by their pets. 

The Vale Council is considering three-year public 
spaces protection orders (PSPOs) in specified areas 
to require dog owners to clean up after their pets and 
keep them on a lead. 

Dogs could also be banned from some areas, 
including Barry Island beach, from May 1 to 
September 30. 

The PSPOs are proposed in areas across the Vale, 
including many public spaces in Barry and Penarth. 

If the plans are adopted officers could issue rogue 
dog walkers with fixed penalty notices of £100 
which could increase to £1,000 if not paid. 

A statement on the council’s website explains: 
“Despite several educational interventions, such as 
the ‘Dogs are Clever’ campaign, there continue to be 
issues across the Vale with some irresponsible dog 
owners, specifically where dog faeces is not being 
removed. 

“We know that the majority of dog owners are 
responsible, however there is still a minority of 


people who do not take full responsibility for their 
animals and ignore the council’s byelaws. Dog 
faeces that is not removed poses a health risk known 
as toxocariaisis. 

“In order to tackle this issue, the council has the 
power to serve a public spaces protection order 
(PSPO) under the Anti-social Behaviour Crime and 
Policing Act 2014. The purpose of a PSPO is to 
restrict persistent anti-social behaviour in public 
spaces. This would replace the byelaws and 
restrictions that are currently in place. 

“The PSPO can last for three years and, if 
breached, an authorised officer could issue a fixed 
penalty notice up to £100, which if not paid could be 
increased to £1000.” 

The proposed PSPOs would not apply to people 
who are partially sighted or registered blind or with 
sight or hearing impairments. They also wouldn’t 
apply to people with disabilities which affect their 
mobility or would make removing the dog mess 
unreasonable, the council says. 

Working dogs for emergency search and rescue, 
law enforcement, armed forces and dogs used for 
directing animals would also be exempt.

• A “softening” of The Portway, the 
main approach road into the town, 
with visual improvements and the 
prospect of on-street parking and key 
crossing places. 

• A foodstore of around 20,000ft- 
25,000ft on the northern end of Salt 
Lake car park. 

• A budget hotel which might go on 
the southern end of Hillsboro Place 
car park. The council hopes it will 
involve the renovation of the 
Harlequin building, the only 
remaining part of the town’s former 
railway station. There might also be a 
boutique hotel but the council expects 
this will only happen if there is some 
link with the golf course and the 
possibility of events being hosted. 

• Housing which would include a 
variety of types. It could include a 
four- or five-storey development 
along the eastern Promenade. 

• Before this happens, new coastal 
defences need to be built along the 
Eastern Promenade, and BCBC 
expects to get financial aid from the 
Welsh Government for this. 

• Hillsboro Place will remain as a 
car park but will be upgraded. 

• Leisure is expected to come after 
all the other developments. It could 
involve a temporary licence being 
offered while a long-term leisure 
strategy is worked out. Mr Parry- 
Jones said the development would be 
kickstarted by a supermarket signing 
up first which, if plans fall into place, 
could see work starting on it by the 
end of next year. 

He said: “Once that’s in place we 
would then go back to cabinet and 
council to seek commitment to fund 
the upgrade of Hillsboro Place car 
park. 

“Work could also start on that by 
the end of next year.” 

It is hoped the coastal protection 
will be carried out in 2020-21 with 
the housing development to follow in 
2021-23. 

Cllr Charles Smith said: “The 
Sandy Bay development will start up 
in due course with an appropriate 
timetable but for the time being we 
are focusing on Salt Lake, in phases. 
There will be consultations.” 

Regional AM Suzy Davies 
welcomed the news that the much- 
delayed Porthcawl regeneration 
programme is back on-track. 


She said: “It would appear that the 
council’s decision to buy out the 
private leaseholders of this land has 
paid off as it has now opened up the 
site for development after years of 
delay. 

“I am glad that the council has 
realised that its original plan to build 
a supermarket on Hillsboro Place and 
move the car park to Salt Lake was 
flawed and I am sure traders in John 
Street are pleased the car park that 
serves their businesses is to remain. 

“I am very glad that it is going to 
be upgraded. Uncertainty over its 
future meant that essential repairs to 
potholes and surfacing were never 
done and it has deteriorated into an 
appalling condition which is a terrible 
advertisement for Porthcawl. 

“As Shadow Minister for Heritage, 
I am delighted that the Harlequin 
building is to remain. A battle was 
fought with the council over its future 
as initially they wanted to demolish 
this but I am pleased it is to be 
enhanced and will have a new role. 
This is the last remnant of the old 
Porthcawl railway station so it is part 
of the town’s heritage. 

“Also, as a former shadow tourism 
minister, I am pleased that the council 
is looking to improve Porthcawl’s 
status as a resort. The prospect of a 
new hotel is promising but is also a 
prompt to existing hoteliers to 
examine their offer and look at this as 
an opportunity to provide a greater 
variety of accommodation. The better 
the mix, the more likely people are to 
spend their holidays in Porthcawl so 
there’s a knock-on effect for all 
businesses.” 

Mrs Davies added: “The one 
remaining fly in the ointment is likely 
to be the housing going on Salt Lake. 
The strategy needs to be very clear 
about what it hopes the housing will 
achieve in terms of meeting local 
need. That means looking forward 
and not just at the present and seeing 
how residents’ needs will change and 
how different generations live 
together. 

“I agree it can’t be a load of 
holiday rentals but neither can it be a 
squash-em-in and build-em-cheap 
estate which raises a lot of money in 
the first instance but has no soul and 
no beating heart.”

New £165,000 classroom? 


A PROPOSAL to fund a new 
£165,000 classroom at a 
primary school in Maesteg 
will go before Bridgend 
County Borough Council. 

The classroom, at Cwmfelin 
Primary School, will provide an 
additional 20 places and help ease 
overcrowding in existing teaching 
areas. 

In a report going before councillors 
on Tuesday June 19, officers say the 
insufficient size of classroom spaces 
at the school is putting pressure on 
teaching and learning opportunities. 


The plans involve building on an 
area of land close to the nursery 
building on the school site. 

An earmarked reserve budget of 
£150,000 has been established for the 
scheme with the estimated shortfall of 
£15,000 being funded on a 50:50 
shared basis between the school and 
the Education and Eamily Support 
Directorate. 

The proposal was due to go before 
cabinet members early this week 
before going to full council.

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^Think again on youth 
services’ say unions 


TRADE unions 
representing local youth 
workers have accused the 
Vale Council of rushing to 
agree new proposals on its 
youth service provision. 

It is a charge refuted by the 
Vale Council which points out 
that it has carried out a 
consultation. It also says that 
reports have been examined in 
detail and approved by scrutiny 
committees. 

UNISON and UNITE have 
questioned the legitimacy of the 
decision-making process which 
will reduce the current universal 
access team of 48 youth officers 
to eight staff and close Llantwit 
Major youth centre. 

In the most rural areas, youth 
work will be performed by 
volunteers and not qualified 
youth workers. The council 
should save around £63,000 over 
two years. 

The trade unions have called 
on the council to withdraw the 
proposals and work with them on 
a new youth service strategy. 

Andrew Woodman, UNISON 
organiser said: “Youth workers 
go into the profession driven by 
a passion to help improve the 
lives of young people, 
particularly those from poorer 
backgrounds. 

“They enjoy supporting them, 
building their confidence and 
assisting them to access 
education, employment and 
training. 

“Depriving young people in 
the Vale of this high-quality 


service is a betrayal. There’s an 
obligation on the council to think 
again.” 

Joanne Galazka, UNITE 
regional officer, said: “You want 
your elected councillors to do 
their best for the local 
community. 

“Everything about this 
proposal spells the opposite. 
There’s been no careful analysis 
of what quality youth work can 
provide young people and no 
involvement of the staff or young 
people themselves. 

“This reckless decision means 
most young people will no 
longer have the option of 
approaching a qualified youth 
worker. 

“At a time when youth 
services are needed more than 
ever, managers should be 
working with staff and unions to 
enhance the service, not impose 
draconian cuts with so little 
consultation.” 

Cllr Bob Penrose, Vale 
Council Cabinet member for 
learning and culture, said a good 
service would be maintained. 

“I presented the report on the 
restructure of the youth service 
in the Vale to Cabinet last week 
where it was approved 
unanimously. That came after it 
had already been placed through 
a public consultation exercise 
and had been discussed and 
approved at two Scrutiny 
Committees. 

“The council is looking to 
restructure its youth service 
provision in an effort to ensure 
greater efficiency. Under the 


proposals, exactly the same level 
of provision would be offered 
across the Vale. 

“The service in Llantwit 
Major will be provided by 
mobile youth officers using the 
council’s hi-tech youth bus, 
which consultation exercises 
have demonstrated is very 
popular with young people. 

“This will be a key component 
of the council’s revamped youth 
service going forward. 

“The youth cabinet and youth 
action groups, which make up 
the Vale Youth Eorum, have been 
consulted as part of this process 
and many of the proposed 
changes have been inspired by 
their responses. 

“That feedback and the 
minutes of the meetings have 
been shared with the Children’s 
Commissioners Office and they 
are content with our approach. 

“We are proposing changes to 
staff contracts to reduce the 
number of part-time posts. Many 
youth workers have multiple 
contracts, and others have work 
for as little as three hours a 
week. The changes would see 
fewer posts but the restructure 
will mean posts available for 
more permanent hours per 
week.” 

He added: “Any staff affected 
by these changes will be offered 
the opportunity to apply for the 
new roles in the service and for 
redeployment within the council, 
while redundancy would be 
approached on a case by case 
basis.”

tax’ to include milk 
drinks has been 
overwhelmingly 
that of concern. 

The Earmers Union 
of Wales (EUW) states 
that sugary ‘energy’ 
drinks and milk drinks 
are “incomparable” and 
any application of the 
levy is “inappropriate”. 

The Covemment is 
expected to publish a 
refreshed version of the 
2016 Childhood Obesity 
Plan shortly. As part of 
this report, plans to 
extend the tax levy on 
sugary soft drinks to 
milk-based drinks have 
been recommended by 
the Commons Health 
Committee. 

EUW, however, 
cautions that the 
recommended fiscal 
measures outlined in the 
CHCCOP could have 


“...detrimental and far- 
reaching implications” 
for the Welsh dairy 
sector. 

A spokesperson for 
EUW said: “The union 
agrees with the 
aspirations of the 
Childhood Obesity Plan 
and supports action on 
widening health, but 
strongly opposes the 
premise that sugary soft 
drinks and all milk- 
based drinks should 
attract similar tax based 
levies. 

“Such products are 
incomparable and the 
transfer of a levy 
penalty to nutritional 
milk drinks is therefore 
inappropriate.” 

Dai Miles, EUW 
Milk and Dairy Produce 
Chairman, said: “It is 
the belief of EUW that 
the Nutrient Profiling 
Modelling undertaken 
has done a tremendous 
disservice to nutritional 
milk products and could 
detrimentally affect the 
ways in which such 
products are viewed by 
the consumer.” 

Rhys Lougher, of Ty 
Tanglwyst Dairy, near 
Bridgend, said: 
“Childhood obesity is 
an issue that we all take 
extremely seriously. 

“I, like many 
farmers, take great pride 


in visiting local schools 
and engaging with the 
next generation to 
educate them about 
where their food comes 
from, promoting healthy 
lifestyles and helping 
children make informed 
choices about the food 
they eat. 

“Any levy that 
groups sugary soft 
drinks in the same 
bracket as milk-based 
products completely 
ignores the nutritional 
value of dairy products, 
undermines the work of 
those working in the 
dairy sector and risks 
sending a very 
confusing message to 
consumers and the next 
generation.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
suggested that there is 
“...a lot of 

misunderstanding” over 
proposals to combat 
childhood obesity. 

“There are no plans 
to tax milk, only 
products that have sugar 
added to them, and I am 
concerned that such 
misinformation 
undermines confidence 
in a very important 
sector of agriculture. 

“I am a strong 
supporter of Welsh 
Dairy Earmers, and I 
will continue to work 
closely with local dairy 


farmers - and the 
farming unions - to 
promote their products.” 

Suzy Davies AM, 
Member for South 
Wales West, said: “Milk 
already has a certain 
amount of natural sugar, 
and I would support 
efforts to reduce the 
amount of additional 
sugars added, and I 
understand the 
recommendations for 
those milk drinks that 
are also loaded with 
extra sugar. 

“However, I think it 
is ridiculous that milk- 
based drinks could fall 
under such a levy.” 

Abi Reader of 
Coldsland Earm, 
Wenvoe, told The CEM: 
“Milk (and dairy) is an 
extremely useful tool to 
help battle child, and 
adult, obesity because 
of its nutritional 
benefits and allowing 
you to feel fuller for 
longer. 

“I think it is totally 
wrong to attempt to 
place milk and milk 
based drinks in the 
same category as sugary 
soft dri nk s. 

“In my opinion we 
should be encouraging 
youngsters to drink 
more milk, not put them 
off.” FG

All of the colonies in 
the apiary are expanding 
very rapidly and I have 
been able to keep pace 
with them because I have 
the equipment on hand to 
do so. There are 
beekeepers out there who 
obviously do not have 
equipment to hand, as 
swarm calls are coming 
in at regular intervals. 

How do you proceed 
when collecting a 
swarm? First, gather as 
much information as you 
can from the caller: ie 
address, where are you? 

Where are the bees? 
How high are they? 

How long have they 
been there? Are they in a 
hedge? Are they in a 
tree? 

They may even be in 
or on a building. Once 
the relevant information 
is to hand a plan of action 
can be compiled. 

Obviously a receptacle 
of some kind will be 
required. This can be a 
cardboard box, or even a 
waste paper basket; 
being an established 
beekeeper I have 
purpose-made containers 
ready for use. Whatever 
is utilised it is only going 
to be a temporary home 
and the swarm will be 
hived as soon as 
conditions allow. 

Each swarm that has 
been tackled so far has 
required different tactics. 


Only one had the lovely 
ball shape and was at 
head height hanging 
from a tree branch, the 
others were under garden 
furniture, wrapped 
around the leg of a 
garden bench, tucked 
well inside a privet hedge 
and even on the floor! 

A word of advice here 
to would-be collectors: 
on getting the main body 
of bees into your 
receptacle do not leave 
immediately with it. Put 
it on the floor as near to 
where you collected it as 
possible, make sure that 
bees can enter/leave if 
they choose to and return 
in the late evening. 

Why do this? Well, by 
late evening all of the 
flying bees will have 
joined their companions 
in your receptacle and 
you can then safely take 
them away; failure to do 
this will leave several 
hundred agitated bees 
behind and you will not 
be popular with the folks 
whose property you have 
entered. 

Not all swarms stay 
put - in fact three lots 
had decided to move on, 
leaving us with empty 
boxes on our return in the 
late evening. You win 
some., you lose some! 

Very fortunately for 
me a swarm arrived at the 
apiary and obligingly 
went into hive that I keep 
handy as on-site spare 
equipment. How nice is 
that.

Pleasant stroll 
for the Ramblers 


ON a pleasant sunny summer 
evening, 12 walkers joined 
Geraint from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at the Twyn 
in Dinas Powys for a circular 
walk taking in the historic 
Dinas Powys hillfort, and 
setting off up Highwalls Road 
they crossed the empty Dinas 
Powys golf course. 

Making their way into woodland 
and down a sunken path, a quiet lane 
led them into the Millfields before a 
deviation into Coed Clwyd-gwyn for 
the steep climb up a narrow pathway, 
clambering over fallen trees and 
climbing wooden steps leading up 
through the ancient ditches and into 
the hillfort. 

This site was found by Sir 
Mortimer Wheeler, who with a friend 
of his (Feslie Alcock) organised a dig 
at the site which was called Cwm 
George Camp which they assumed 
was an Iron Age fort. 

The actual fort consists of four sets 
of banks and deep ditches still in 
evidence and it was defended to the 
north, east and west by steep 
hillsides. 

The site is the best preserved in 
Wales and most of Europe and in 
actual fact relates to the Dark Ages, a 
period of time between when the 
Romans left and the Normans 
invaded when there was religious and 
civil unrest with deterioration in 
culture and economy and much 
fighting. 

Pottery, amphora storage jars for 
wine, olive oil and fish sauce which 
would have made the journey of 
3,000-miles by sea from Syria, taking 
six months to arrive, were found, 
along with glass beakers, crystal cups 
that were rounded at the bottom and 
around 22,000-animal bones that had 
been butchered and burnt. 


Descending the opposite side of 
the hill into the steep-sided Cwm 
George, the track led on with views 
towards a mist covered Garth Hill and 
the village of Michaelston-le-Pit and 
Flandough Hospital. 

Climbing a bridle path, a steep 
rocky track led them into Park Wood 
with its mature beech trees and 
turning south along wide paths in the 
broad leaved woodland; another short 
climb was followed by a descent to 
the Beauville lane and the One 
o’clock Gate. 

Then heading down across the 
verdant golf course, with its 
wonderful individual trees in full leaf 
and a few golfers still enjoying 
playing the greens, brought them 
back to Dinas village after an 
interesting journey. 

On June 24, meet 9am at Cogan 
for a 9.5-mile moderate joint walk 
with Caerphilly Ramblers in the

Wear suitable clothing, preferably 
boots and carry waterproofs, food and 
drinks. Some degree of fitness is 
required and if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the walk leader 
for advice.

THIS review is simple - I love a 
Jaguar. 

And the reason for this is quite simple. 
My father owned several XJ models over 
many years, along with the odd Daimler 
Sovereign or two which made me into 
the sort of kid who loved the idea of a car 
with either a V8 or VI2 engine. 

Also, maybe I am on my own here - 
but I always had the impression that a 
Daimler was that little bit better than the 
Jaguar, which is why I think my father 
always went for the Daimler brand. 

Actually, when I think about it, I have 
a soft spot for both of them really, but for 
very different reasons, which I hope one 
day to be able to tell you all about. 

So, what’s the Jaguar XE like then? 
Well, basically it’s a very good car. Plus, 
Jaguar has done a terrific job of pricing it 
in such a way that even a normal person 
like me could afford to own one. 

POWER AND EFFICIENCY 
. The XE I had on test was fitted with 


the brilliant 2.0 litre Turbocharged 
Diesel engine that was also equipped 
with Intelligent Stop/Start system to 
enhance fuel economy. 

When it comes to power you get 
163ps and 380Nm of torque - meaning it 
will accelerate from 0-60mph in around 
8.9sec. Top speed is also maxed out at 
132mph. I am not going to talk much 
about MPG, but I did manage 50+mpg 
(combined) making the XE a strong 
performer. 

ON THE ROAD 

The steering is accurate in whatever 
situation unfolds itself on the road. The 
chassis is also very good - and it grips 
the road like its life depends on it. 

The suspension is also set up very 
nicely thanks to the Jaguar engineers 
taking the time to give it its defining 
character when out on the open road. 

Also, on a motorway, it’s a real dream 
to drive because it feels like it belongs 
there and nothing feels rushed or staged. 
True Jaguar form then! 

EQUIPMENT, SAFETY 
AND TECHNOLOGY 

The designers have added in some 



nice detailing lines and the appearance is 
sleek but also bold - meaning you can 
see all the Jaguar DNA right there at the 
heart of the machine. 

The XE is also equipped with modern 
and lightweight materials inside and the 
layout is very good. There are also some 
very good ideas inside and it is these 
ideas that make the XE stand out from 
the crowd. 

Again, the XE’s cabin layout is just 


like all Jaguars’ - perfect! Jaguar has 
always focused on the driver and what 
they have done on the inside of the XE is 
a very nice design indeed. 

The XE (SE) also comes with an array 
of standard equipment such as a six- 
speed manual transmission, cruise 
control and speed limiter. Jaguar Drive 
Control, Electric Parking Brake, (EPB) 
Hill Launch Assist, Power Steering (inc 
EPAS) - Speed-Proportional Power 


Steering, Torque Vectoring by Braking 
(TVBB). 

There’s also Digital Audio Broadcast 
(DAB) Radio, Navigation Pro, Audio 
AUX-IN, Bluetooth®, Text to Speech, 1 
X USB Socket, Traffic Sign Recognition 
and Intelligent Speed Limiter, Rear 
Parking Aid, Autonomous Emergency 
Braking (AEB). Lane Departure 
Warning, Airbags - Driver and Eront 
Passenger, with Seat Occupant Detector 
for Passenger, Pull-Length Side Window 
Curtain Airbags, Powered Child Locks, 
Dynamic Stability Control, Traction 
Control, Emergency Brake Assist and a 
10” Touch Pro.

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Successful summer tour sees 
Wales gain valuable momentum 


M omentum can be a 
wonderful thing, 
particularly in sport. 
Once a team, or an individual, 
gains momentum then their 
confidence levels are up, their 
self-belief stronger than ever, 
the fear of failure diminishing 
with every success. 

For the Welsh rugby team, these 
feelings must be particularly strong right 
now, coming off the back of a tricky 
end-of-season tour that saw them face 
South Africa in Washington before 
taking on Argentina in their own back 
yard for a two game test series. 

Given that this was a tour where 
^arren Gatland chose to leave many of 


his first-choice players at home, to rest 
up in preparation for a long season that 
will continue until the end of next year’s 
Rugby World Cup in Japan, the tour was 
tempered by Gatland’s assertion that its 
aim was to blood players with little or 
no international experience, and to offer 
those players knocking on the door of 
the starting XV game time and a chance 
to impress. 

The statistics read played three, won 
three, the opening game against the 
Springboks won with an element of 
luck, but Wales rode it and proceeded to 
outplay the Argentinians two weeks 
running, the first game a tour de force of 
defensive discipline married to the 
occasional burst of attacking flair and a 
somewhat disappointing penalty count, 
while last Saturday’s win was built on

showing more guile and desire to 
outplay an Argentina side who looked 
and played like a team lacking direction 
(unsurprising since their coach, Daniel 
Hourcade, proceeded to announce his 
departure from the role, post-match, 
after this week’s game against 
Scotland). 

So where does this leave Wales 14 
months away from their journey, Japan? 
Well, certainly stronger than before the 
tour, the stepping up to the plate of a 
number of players giving Gatland the 
best headache he could have wished for, 
and, for now, diminishing the argument 
that Wales lack strength in depth. 

After all, defeating the Springboks 


was far from easy, and Argentina are no 
slouches, benefiting as they have done 
from the constant competition in the 
Rugby Championship. 

What they also have is that pivotal 
momentum. Yes, losing these three 
games certainly wouldn't have been the 
end of the world given the strength of 
the squad available and the coaches’ 
unstinting belief that the tour would be 
measured more by performance than 
results (not the first time a New 
Zealand-bom Welsh coach has 
mentioned those words) but having 
taken three wins from three, you need 
only look to events in South Africa to 
see what defeat (with a first-choice 
team) can do to morale, expectation and 
post-match interviews. 

The success has also placed pressure 


on those players who missed the tour to 
start the new season by hitting the 
ground running. While Gatland is 
unlikely to overhaul his first-choice 
team massively, the success of many of 
the players on this tour places the 
emphasis on the returning big-name 
players to up their game, which can only 
be a good thing. 

We’ll learn far more from an autumn 
series that sees Wales take on Scotland, 
Australia, Tonga and South Africa 
again, and from next year’s Six Nations, 
the last before the World Cup, as to how 
Wales compare to the teams around 
them - but the auspices from this tour 
are good, and, as we know, momentum 
is everything.
